The question is “Can a person be 
truly saved if he has some other Lord 
than Jesus who is the Christ?” How 
often here in Japan professed Chris- 
tians have excused their obeisance at 
Shinto shrines by saying, “Jesus is 
my Savior, but the emperor of Japan 
is my Lord and I must obey him but 
Jesus has forgiven me.” This distinc- 
tion between receiving Jesus (whom 
God has raised from the dead and 
made Him both Lord and Christ) 
and Lord wreaks havoc in a land like 
this where compromise and _ idolatry 
is rampant. It borders on blasphemy 
to suggest that receiving Jesus as 
Savior is less than receiving Him as 
Lord. 

Spurgeon warned his students: “If 
the professed convert distinctly and 
deliberately declares that he knows 
the Lord’s will but does not mean to 
attend to it, you are not to pamper 
his presumption, but it is your duty 
to assure him that he is’ not saved. 
Do not imagine that the gospel is 
magnified or God glorified by going 
to the worldlings and telling them 
that they may be saved at this mo- 
ment simply by accepting Christ as their 
Savior, while they are wedded to their 
idols and their hearts are still in love 
with sin. If I do so I tell them a lie, 
pervert the gospel, insult Christ and 
turn the grace of God into lascivious- 
ness.”

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EDITORIALS 
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WARNING TO MISSIONARIES 

In America we almost never find a 
great newspaper soberly discussing the 
problems of foreign missions. In Brit- 
ain, where there is no separation of 
church and state, this is not the case. 
The Anglican Church and its mission- 
ary societies, as a part of the British 
State, are discussed as freely as are 
problems of agriculture or foreign 
trade. 

Witness the following editorial from 
The Times of London: 

“Though missionaries may still win the 
martyr’s crown . . . the heroic age of the 
Christian missions is over. . . . The path 
of the modern missionary is less beset by 
perils, but other more subtle pitfalls await 
him. There was a directness and simplicity 
about the labors of his predecessors which 
cannot easily belong to his own, for the 
world to which he goes out has changed. 

“In an address yesterday to the Church 
Missionary Society, which is one of the 
two most important missionary societies 
recognized by the Church of England, Sir 
Kenneth Grubb touched on some of the 
problems confronting the missions abroad. 

“He acknowledged the great advantage 
their cause had reaped from the British 
connection, but frankly admitted that it 
can now be a cause of embarrassment. 
When those who organized the colonial 
society and those who preached the Heav- 
enly society arrived on the same ship and 
formed part of the civilizing enterprise 
there was naturally some confusion among 
the recipients of their attentions. And 
when nationalism gave the civil order a 
bad name the missions did not always 
escape, although the tendency was often 
corrected by the establishment of local 
autonomous churches. 

“The situation of today requires from 
missionaries a niceness of political judg- 
ment which their forerunners were not 
always called upon to display. At the same 
time they may find it more difficult to do 
spiritual battle against their formidable 
rivals, the resurgent eastern religions. It 
was all right for the founders of the C.M.S. 
160 years ago to declare that ‘it is a duty 
highly incumbent upon every Christian 
to endeavor to propagate the knowledge 
of the Gospel among the Heathen.’ Nowa- 
days more heed would be paid to the 
offence such language would cause among 
the people thus described. But that is not 
all. The modern missionary goes out from 
a national society less confident in the 
unique claims of its own religion and less 
eager to win the rest of the world for the 
religious beliefs in which it is itself less 
zealous. 

_ “It may see in the spread of Christian- 
ity certain incidental advantages; it may 
judge it to be a bulwark against Com- 
munism or a moderating influence on 
Nationalism; but it does not rate evan- 
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gelization as ‘a duty highly incumbent’ 
upon its members. The missionary, it may 
be assumed, does not share these doubts; 
but their prevalence must be a discourage- 
ment to him.” 

The “national society less confident 
in the unique claims of its own reli- 
gion” refers, of course, not to the mis- 
sionary society, but to the population 
as a whole. The missionary, of course, 
should not share these doubts, but there 
are times, in a world that produces a 
famed theological professor who writes 
that Christianity should stop annoying 
the Jews with missionary efforts (as 
Reinhold Niebuhr has recently done), 
it is even possible that some tares shall 
get into the missionary wheat.

America seems to be filled with an 
increasing multitude of nitwits who fall 
for fantastic claims for non-existent 
scientific marvels. Daily, advertising 
agents dream up pseudo-scientific names 
to induce the gullible to buy their nos- 
trums.

Pain-Relieving GM-7. We do not sup- 
pose that GM refers to General Mo- 
tors, but it might be thought to mean 
Goofy Mystery, or Graft Manipulator, 
unless, perhaps, it refers to the manu- 
facturers as Greedy Money-grabbers.

There are many people in the world 
today claiming to speak for God and 
in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
There are false apostles and deceitful 
workers transforming themselves into 
the apostles of Christ (II Cor. 11:13), 
There are fake “divine healers” and 
preachers of false doctrine. In the day 
of judgment, before they are sent away 
from God forever, they will cry out in 
anguished astonishment, “Lord, have 
we not cast out demons in thy name 
and done many mighty works? And 
Christ will answer, “Depart from me, 
ye workers of iniquity. I never knew 
you.” (Matt: 7:22, 23). 

The Lord Jesus Christ will never 
sign His name to a work that has been 
done apart from His truth and His 
ways. There is, however, a_ blessed 
sense in which He authenticates that 
which is truly done in His name. This 
is a part of the meaning of the great 
phrase, “In my name.” He told the dis- 
ciples that whatever they would bind 
gn earth would be bound in Heaven, 
and whatever they should loose on 
earth would be loosed in Heaven 
(Matt. 16:19). This He perfectly ful- 
filled in Acts 15 when the first church 
council met and loosed the church 
from the legalism of the Mosaic laws, 
with the exception of certain items 
which they prescribed (Acts 15:20, 
29). It should be noted that after the 
church had made its decision, it was 
repeated with the addition of the name 
of God, “it seemed good to the Holy 
Spirit and to us... (Acts 15:28). 

In addition to this, the Lord has 
told every Christian, even the most 
humble and simple, that “If you for- 


| give the sins of any, they are forgiven; 


if you retain the sins of any, they are 
retained” (John 20:23). This means 
that as we preach the gospel we can 
say, with the full authentication of 
Christ, to anyone who has trusted 
God’s Word about sin and redemp- 
tion, that his sins are indeed remitted. 
Just as surely we can warn 4 man who 
rejects Christ that his sins are still 
upon him on the authority of the same 
Scripture. 

It is a very fearful thing to stand in 
front of an audience and speak in the 
name of the Lord God Almighty: 
“The Lord will not hold him guiltless 
who takes his name in vain” (Exod. 
20:7). But it is a very wonderful thing 
to stand in such a way that He will 
authenticate us, saying, “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant” (Matt. 
25:21). 
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THANKSGIVING ...and in North America 
a little boy hurries home. He hurdles 
the low fence, races across the neatly- 
cropped lawn, bursts through the door 
of the modest but attractive house. 
“Hey, Mom” he calls (a bit unneces- 
sarily, for the slamming door has already 
announced him), “I’m home!” 


In a little Korean village, a ragged beg- 
gar boy peeks furtively around the 
corner, then scurries over to a garbage 
heap. He drops to his knees, burrows 
quickly through the maggot-ridden de- 
bris with his grimy hands, occasionally 
pops a morsel of food into his mouth. 


The cold milk tasted good after the 
morning on the playground — and the 
plate of cookies rapidly melts between 
the boy’s excited reports of the ball 
game. Mother smiles indulgently, pours 


another glass of cold milk, replenishes 
the supply of tasty cookies. 


The sun sinks behind the distant moun- 
tain, and the Korean sky is streaked 
with breathtaking color. But the beggar 
boy’s eyes are lowered to the dusty road 
beneath his aimless, plodding steps. He 
pulls his ragged garment around him, 
shivers a bit in the twilight chill, then 
wanders on... 


Time for Thanksgiving dinner now, and 
the boy joins the rest of the family at 


the table. He bows his head obediently 
as his father says a few words of grace, 
but opens one eye to survey the table 
critically. Turkey, dressing, mashed po- 
tatoes, carrots, corn. ... He nods in 
sober little-boy approval, then quickly 
closes both eyes just in time for the 
amen.... 


The beggar boy walks on alone. He stops 
to dig briefly through another garbage 
heap, then moves on to the shelter of a 
railroad bridge. Another boy is already 
there —a nondescript beggar boy like 
himself who looks up with dull, lack- 
luster eyes, then moves aside a bit with- 
out a word of greeting... . 


“Good night, Dear? “ "Night, Mommie?’ 
Prayers over, the boy curls up drowsily 
on the clean sheets. His mother turns off 
the light, pauses for just a moment in the 
doorway with a gentle smile as his quiet 





breathing indicates he is already on his 
way to a little-boy dreamland. .. . 


And in far-off Korea, a ragged little beg- 
gar lifts his eyes for a long moment to 
look at the now star-studded sky. Some 
vague, wordless question stirs within him 
as just for a moment he looks up into 
the infinite. Then, unconsciously and al- 
most imperceptibly, he shrugs his shoul- 
ders, bows his head, tries to sleep.... 


Neither of these pictures is the least bit 
exaggerated. Thank God for the little

of unbelievers and claimed the prayerful attention of believers. 
Many commentaries have been written about it, but because of the 
peculiar nature of its prophecies, none are up-to-date. 
We who live today have a much firmer grasp of this prophecy than did 
those of preceding generations. If Christ does not return for us, 
the next generation will comprehend this prophecy better than we do, while 
those believers who live on earth after the removal of the church 
will understand it as clearly as we understand the story of the children of 
Israel leaving Egypt for the Promised Land. 
Daniel evidently was puzzled by the contents of his own book, for he said: 
“T heard, but I did not understand. Then I said, ‘O my lord,what 
shall be the issue of these things?’ ” (Dan. 12:8). Indeed, 
this was true of all the prophets, for Peter tells us, “The prophets 
. .. inquired what person or time was indicated by 
the Spirit of Christ within them when predicting the sufferings of Christ 
and the subsequent glory” (I Pet. 1:11). In answer to 
Daniel’s query the heavenly messenger replied, “Go your way, Daniel, for the 
words are shut up and sealed until the time of the end” 
(Dan. 12:9). And Peter explains, “It was revealed to them [the 
prophets] that they were serving not themselves 
but you, in the things which have now been announced to you” 
(I Pet. 1:12). 


y yep the centuries, the prophecy of Daniel has aroused the curiosity 





























What an evidence of revelation! An author who is 
not divinely inspired tires of his own work. By the 
time it is in print he is weary of the manuscript drafts, 
proofs, and imperfections. But Daniel studied his own 
book because it was actually God’s book, and God 
told Daniel that he could not understand what he had 
written. 

Near the beginning of chapter 12 God says: “But 
you, Daniel shut up the words, and seal the book, un- 
til the time of the end. Many shall run to and fro, and 
knowledge shall increase” (v. 4). 

Undoubtedly, this prophetic utterance has had more 
than a small fulfillment. Our Lord has said that we are 
to examine the current events of the world and com- 
pare them with Bible prophecies. He told the disciples, 
“When you see all these things, you know that he is 
near at the very gates” (Matt. 24:33). We conclude 
then that God has described the events of the last days 
for the information of His people who will be living in 
those days. They are to note the happenings of the 
world at large. When events of history move into line 
with the Word of God, His own may know that the 
time is short and that the coming of the Lord is near. 
We shall not know the day or the hour, the times or 
the seasons; but our hearts are quickened as we see the 
stage being set for the drama foretold in God’s Word. 

Of course, days have been dark before now; for ex- 
ample, people eagerly expected the Lord to return in 
the year 1000. But we today who read the Bible know 
that there was no biblical basis for their expectation, 
except the command of the Lord Jesus to watch. Two 
swallows do not make a summer and a robin does not 
make springtime. But when you hear the birds, and see 
flowers blooming, trees turning green, days growing 
longer, the temperature rising, and the streams swell- 
ing with the spring freshets, you may conclude what is 
the season of the year. 

The Lord Jesus Christ said, “When you see all these 
things”—-mark the word all—“know that he is near, 
even at the very gates” (Matt. 24:33). No generation 
before ours has seen even the shadow of the greatest 
tendencies announced in the Word of God, such as the 
Jewish renaissance, the rise of the northern confeder- 
acy, the miraculous physical change in the land of 
Palestine. And certainly no one before our time under- 
stood God’s words to Daniel concerning travel and 
science. 

In Daniel 12:4, the expression “shall run to and 
fro” is the translation of one Hebrew word pronounced 
shoot. It gives us insight into the minds of the men 
who received revelation from God. They had no tech- 
nical language with which to record events that are still 
future. 

If our great-grandfathers had been asked to describe

scenes which now take place in our homes, they would 
have had no vocabulary but what they then possessed, 
They could not have said, “Put that plug into the out- 
let so I can listen to the radio.” If great-grandfather 
had witnessed such a scene, he might have said, “They 
took a big button on one end of a wire, pushed it into a 
little hole in the wall, some music came out of a box 
and then a man talked.” And there is no telling what 
great-great grandfather might have said! 


ON LAND, SEA AND AIR 


This Hebrew word shoot means primarily to whip, to 
lash with the purpose of increasing speed. I suppose 
young bloods of ancient times who lashed their Ara- 
bian stallions into furious speed were said to shoot (of 
course, there is no connection with the English word). 
The modern equivalent would be stepping on the gas. 
A secondary meaning is to row, to lash the sea with 
oars, and speaks of speed of travel on water. The 
general meaning, therefore, is, “to run quickly, to run 
up and down, to run about.” 

Gesenius, one of the greatest Hebrew scholars who 
ever lived, compares this Hebrew expression to a 
Latin word which means to flail the air with one’s 
arms. Gesenius, who wrote his lexicon in 1813, states 
that this word was “yet more frequently used of the 
wings of birds.” 

So we see that God, speaking to Daniel used a word 
indicative of speed of travel on land, on sea and in 
the air! 

To describe the end of the age in which we live, we 
would be entirely justified in so translating Daniel 2:4 
“Many shall speed up in travel, and there will be great 
growth in science.” 

During the age of the Athenian statesman Pericles 
450 years before Christ, sculptors, artists, and archi- 
tects produced works greater than any which have 
since come from the artistic genuis of man. Not even 
the Italian Renaissance surpasses the noble buildings 
of the Greeks; and their statues remain the master- 
pieces of the ages. The public baths and _ theatres 
were, in good taste, what our modern movie palaces 
are in poor taste. 

The estates of Roman senators in the southern part 
of Italy were as finely appointed as any in our suburbs. 
They had magnificent homes with courts and foun- 
tains, terraced gardens, sanitary plumbing, pipes of 
brass, and bathtubs hewn from the blocks of marble. 
The names of the ancient philosophers, dramatists and 
poets stand with the proudest of our modern literature. 
Four hundred years before Christ, Xenophon in his 
Oeconomics writes a description of the home life of the 
Greeks that reads like the essays of our day. Times 
were not what they used to be: the matrons were com- 
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plaining that the younger generation showed no re- 
spect to its elders, and the girls were using too much 
black on their eyebrows and too much white lead on 
their cheeks! And Socrates, who was Xenophon’s 
teacher, tells of the complaint of a husband whose wife 
wore red shoes with high heels! 

Only two things were lacking in the ancient civili- 
zations: rapid means of communication and travel, 
and scientific development. But in Daniel’s time God 
said that his prophecy would not be understood until 
the time of the end when travel would be speeded 
up, and scientific knowledge would be greatly in- 
creased. 

First, let us consider the development of transporta- 
tion. Over the centuries of human history, up to 100 
years ago, not the tiniest improvement was made. Ro- 
man roads enabled the post to travel more safely, but 
not more speedily. Carriages were not introduced into 
England until 150 years after the signing of Magna 
Carta; and there were no public coaches until half a 
century after the death of Shakespeare. Men traveled 
on horseback and by sailing ships driven by the wind. 

When Napoleon’s army retreated from Russia, the 
Emperor desired to return quickly to Paris. He left the 
troops at Vilna, Poland, on November 29, 1812. His 
field carriage was drawn by horses, changed at every 
post. Day and night he sped on his way, tumbling out 
of the carriage now and again to throw himself upon a 
bed for an hour’s rest. Then up and on. He entered 
Paris on December 5, having traveled over 900 miles 
in six days and a few hours. All contemporary histo- 
rians recorded his wonderful speed. Never had men 
traveled so fast! 

When Washington went from Philadelphia to New 
York, his carriage started at dawn from Philadelphia 
and swung into Princeton, N.J., for the noon meal and 
a change of horses. The afternoon took him past the 
battlefield of Monmouth and sundown found him cross- 
ing the Jersey meadows. After dark, boatmen ferried 
him across the Hudson River to New York—a trip of 
90 miles in about 16 hours. 


SPEED BY JET 


But today! In 1915, a train trip across the United 
States required almost six days. Now it takes less than 
three. Rapid flight has become commonplace. Aviators 
flew from Los Angeles to New York first in ten days, 
then in five, in two and in one. Today the flight from 
New York to San Francisco requires less than five 
hours. In 1923 the geographies in French schools 
stated that the United States was beginning to have a 
good railroad system, but that the continent was almost 
entirely lacking in good roads. In 1933, multiple roads 
tibboned the country. Today, giant bridges leap the 
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rivers. Super-highways tunnel under rivers, climb on 
steel arches over factories and towns, and everywhere 
cars move about like disturbed ants. The whole world 
rolls along on wheels. 

A picture of modern transportation is in the proph- 
ecy of Nahum. That little book of 47 verses was writ- 
ten some 700 years before Christ. The only means of 
travel that Nahum knew was by chariot, mule and 
camel. But when God lifted the curtain of the future, 
Nahum saw something else and recorded it in the vo- 
cabulary of his own day. The prophecy begins with an 
account of the holiness of the Lord, and of the necessity 
for judgment. The picture of God pouring out wrath 
upon His enemies is quite in keeping, when we see 
what He did at the cross to save men from destruction. 
But those who will not have Him as their Savior must 
face Him as their Judge. We can easily identify this 
passage in Nahum with the close of the Great Tribula- 
tion, when the day of the Lord comes, bringing judg- 


, ment upon the nations and blessing to Israel. Nahum 


writes: “The chariots flash like flame when mustered in 

array; the chargers prance. The chariots rage in the 

streets, they rush to and fro through the squares; they 

gleam like torches, they dart like lightning” (2:3, 4).

What will happen to our faith if human life is found on another planet? 


N MY TIME I have heard two quite different argu- 
] ments against my religion put forward in the name 
of science. When I was a youngster, people used to say 
that the universe was not only not friendly to life but 
positively hostile to it. Life had appeared on this planet 
by a millionth chance, as if at one point there had been 
a breakdown of the elaborate defenses generally en- 
forced against it. We should be rash to assume that 


such a leak had occurred more than once. Probably

life was a purely terrestrial abnormality. We were : 

in an infinite desert. Which just showed the absur 
of the Christian idea that there was a Creator who 

interested in living creatures. 

But then came Professor F. B. Hoyle, the ¢ 
bridge cosmologist, and in a fortnight or so everyone 
met seemed to have decided that the universe 
probably quite well provided with inhabitable gh 
and with livestock to inhabit them. Which just sho 

















(equally well) the absurdity of Christianity with its 
parochial idea that Man could be important to God. 

This is a warning of what we may expect if we ever 
do discover animal life (vegetable does not matter) on 
another planet. Each new discovery, even every new 
theory, is held at first to have the most wide-reaching 
theological and philosophical consequences. It is seized 
by unbelievers as the basis for a new attack on Chris- 
tianity; it is often, and more embarrassingly, seized by 
injudicious believers as the basis for a new defense. 

But usually, when the popular hubbub has subsided 
and the novelty has been chewed over by real theolo- 
gians, real scientists and real philosophers, both sides 
find themselves pretty much where they were before. 
So it was with Copernican astronomy, with Darwinism, 
with Biblical Criticism, with the new psychology. So I 
cannot help expecting, it will be the discovery of “life 
on other planets”—if that discovery is ever made. 

The supposed threat is clearly directed against the 
doctrine of the Incarnation, the belief that God of God 
“for us men and for our salvation came down from 
heaven and was . . . made man.” Why for us men more 
than for others? If we find ourselves to be but one 
among a million races, scattered through a million 
spheres, how can we, without absurd arrogance, believe 
ourselves to have been uniquely favored? I admit that 
the question could become formidable. In fact, it will 
become formidable when, if ever, we know the answer 
to five other questions. 

1. Are there animals anywhere except on earth? 
We do not know. We do not know whether we ever 


. Shall know. 


2. Supposing there were, do any of these animals 
have what we call “rational souls”? By this I include 
not merely the faculty to abstract and calculate, but the 
apprehension of values, the power to mean by “good” 
something more than “good for me” or even “good for 
my species.” If instead of asking, “Have they rational 
souls?” you prefer to ask, “Are they spiritual animals?” 
I think we shall both mean pretty much the same. If 
the answer to either question should be No, then of 
course it would not be at all strange that our species 
should be treated differently from theirs. - 

There would be no sense in offering to a creature, 
however clever or amiable, a gift which that creature 
was by its nature incapable either of desiring or of re- 
ceiving. We teach our sons to read but not our dogs. 
The dogs prefer bones. And of course, since we do not 
yet know whether there are extra-terrestrial animals at

16 Growth in holiness is a sign of salvation. 
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all, we are a long way from knowing that they are ra- 
tional (or “spiritual”’). 

Even if we met them we might not find it so easy to 
decide. It seems to me possible to suppose creatures so 
clever that they could talk, though they were, from the 
theological point of view, really only animals, capable 
of pursuing or enjoying only natural ends. One meets 
humans—the machine-minded and materialistic urban 
type—who look as if they were just that. As 
Christians we must believe the appearance to be false; 
somewhere under that glib surface there lurks, how- 
ever, atrophied, a human soul. But in other worlds 
there might be things that really are what these seem 
to be. Conversely,there might be creatures genuinely 
spiritual, whose powers of manufacture and abstract 
thought were so humble that we should mistake them 
for mere animals. God shield them from us! 

3. If there are species, and rational species, other 
than man, are any or all of them, like us, fallen? This is 
the point non-Christians always seem to forget. They 
seem to think that the Incarnation implies some par- 
ticular merit or excellence in humanity. But of course 
it implies just the reverse: a particular demerit and 
depravity. No creature that deserved Redemption 
would need to be redeemed. They that are whole need 
not the physician. Christ died for men precisely because 
men are not worth dying for; to make them worth it. 
Notice what waves of utterly unwarranted hypothesis 
these critics of Christianity want us to swim through. 
We are now supposing the fall of hypothetically ra- 
tional creatures whose mere existence is hypothetical! 

4. If all of them (and surely all is a long shot) or 
any of them have fallen, have they been denied Re- 
demption by the Incarnation and Passion of Christ? 
For of course it is no very new idea that the eternal 
Son may, for all we know, have been incarnate in other 
worlds than earth and so saved other races than ours. 
As Alice Meynell wrote in “Christ in the Universe”: 

. . in the eternities 
Doubtless we shall compare together, hear 
A million alien Gospels, in what guise 
He trod the Pleiades, the Lyre, the Bear. 
I wouldn’t go as far as “doubtless” myself. Perhaps of 
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all races we only fell. Perhaps Man is the only lost 
sheep; the one, therefore, whom the Shepherd came to 
seek. Or perhaps—but this brings us to the next wave 
of assumption. It is the biggest yet and will knock us 
head over heels, but I am fond of a tumble in the surf. 

5. If we knew (which we don’t) the answers to 1., 
2., and 3.—and, further, if we knew that Redemption 
by an Incarnation and Passion had been denied to 
creatures in need of it—is it certain that this is the only 
mode of Redemption that is possible? Here of course 
we ask for what is not merely unknown but, unless God 
should reveal it, wholly unknowable. It may be that, 
the further we were permitted to see into His councils, 
the more clearly we should understand that thus and 
not otherwise—by the birth at Bethlehem, the cross on 
Calvary and the empty tomb—a fallen race could be 
rescued. There may be a necessity for this, insurmount- 
able, rooted in the very nature of God and the very na- 
ture of sin. But we don’t know. At any rate, I don’t 
know. Spiritual as well as physical conditions might 
differ widely in different worlds. There might be differ- 
ent sorts and different degrees of fallenness. We must 
surely believe that the divine charity is as fertile in re- 
source as it is measureless in condescension. To differ- 
ent diseases, or even to different patients sick with the 
same disease, the great Physician may have applied 
different remedies; remedies which we should probably 
not recognize as such even if we ever heard of them. 


CREATION’S REDEMPTION 


It might turn out that the redemption of other species 
differed from ours by working through ours. There is a 
hint of something like this in St. Paul (Romans 8:19- 
23) when he says that the whole creation is longing and 
waiting to be delivered from some kind of slavery, and 
that the deliverance will occur only when we, we Chris- 
tians, fully enter upon our sonship to God and exercise 
our “glorious liberty.” 

On the conscious level I believe that he was thinking 
only of our own Earth: of animal, and probably vege- 
table, life on Earth being “renewed” or glorified at the 
glorification of man in Christ. But it is perhaps possible 
— it is not necessary—to give his words a cosmic mean- 
ing. It may be that Redemption, starting with us, is to 
work from us and through us. 

This would no doubt give man a pivotal position. 
But such a position need not imply any superiority in 
us or any favoritism in God. The general, deciding 
where to begin his attack, does not select the prettiest 
landscape or the most fertile field or the most attractive 
village. Christ was not born in a stable because a stable 
is, in itself, the most convenient or distinguished place 
for a maternity. 

Only if we had some such function would a contact 
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between us and such unknown races be other than a 
calamity. If indeed we were fallen, it would be another 
matter. 

It sets one dreaming—to interchange thoughts with 
beings whose thinking had an organic background 
wholly different from ours (other senses, other appe- 
tites), to be unenviously humbled by intellects possibly 
superior to our own yet able for that very reason to des- 
cend to our level, to descend lovingly ourselves if we 
met innocent and childlike creatures who could never 
be as strong or as clever as we, to exchange with the 
inhabitants of other worlds that especially keen and 
rich affection which exists between unlikes; it is a glori- 
ous dream. But make no mistake. It is a dream. We are 
fallen. 

We know what our race does to strangers. Man de- 
stroys or enslaves every species he can. Civilized man 
murders, enslaves, cheats and corrupts savage man. 
Even inanimate nature he turns into dust bowls and 


, Slagheaps. There are individuals who don’t. But they 


are not the sort who are likely to be our pioneers in 
space. Our ambassador to new worlds will be the needy 
and greedy adventurer or the ruthless technical expert. 
They will do as their kind has always done. What that 
will be if they meet things weaker than themselves, the 
black man and the red man can tell. If they meet 
things stronger, they will be, very properly, destroyed. 

It is interesting to wonder how things would go if 
they met an unfallen race. At first, to be sure, they’d 
have a grand time jeering at, duping and exploiting its 
innocence; but I doubt if our half-animal cunning 
would long be a match for godlike wisdom, selfless 
valor and perfect unanimity. 

I therefore fear the practical, not the theoretical, 
problems which will arise if ever we meet rational crea- 
tures which are not human. Against them we shall, if 
we can, commit all the crimes we have already com- 
mitted against creatures certainly human but differing 
from us in features and pigmentation; and the starry 
heavens will become an object to which good men can 
look up only with feelings of intolerable guilt, agonized 
pity and burning shame. 


MISSIONARIES TO MARS? 


Of course after the first debauch of exploitation we 
shali make some belated attempt to do better. We shall 
perhaps send missionaries. But can even missionaries 
be trusted? “Gun and gospel” have been horribly com- 
bined in the past. The missionary’s holy desire to save 
souls has not always been kept quite distinct from the 
arrogant desire, the busybody’s itch, to (as he calls it) 
“civilize” the (as he calls them) “natives.” Would all 
our missionaries recognize an unfallen race if they met

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The Cultural Barrenness 


RELIGIOUS NEWSPAPER of 19th-century England 

published an indignant account of the vice and 
hideousness of the race-track crowd at Epsom on 
Derby Day. The writer of the account suddenly turned 
his wrath on Thomas Huxley and asked him how he 
proposed to cure all this vice and hideousriéss without 
religion. 

The English poet-critic Matthew Arnold (who tells 
the story) does not say whether Huxley ever replied. 
But on reading the diatribe, Arnold himself observes, 
“I confess I felt disposed to ask the asker this ques- 
tion: and how do you propose to cure it with such a re- 
ligion as yours? How is the ideal of a life so unlovely, 
so unattractive, so incomplete, so narrow, so far re- 
moved from a true and satisfying ideal of human 
perfection, as is the life of your religious organization 
as you yourself reflect it, to conquer and transform all 
this vice and hideousness?” 

Arnold’s generalization about the religious people of 
his day is probably just as applicable to the great ma- 
jority of evangelical Christians today. To millions of un- 
churched and semi-churched Americans, Christianity 
must certainly seem “far removed from a true and sat- 
isfying ideal of human perfection,” as they see it re- 
flected in the “narrow” and “unlovely” lives of its 
adherents. On our part, while we insist (and rightly so) 
that the fault is not with Christianity, we must admit 
that the popular impressions of us, its adherents, are 
disturbingly accurate. Culturally, we are a low-brow so- 
ciety. 

Too many of us confine our aesthetic enjoyment of

visual art, for example, to Norman Rockwell’s Satur- 
day Evening Post covers or Sallman’s head of Christ. 
Too many of us think of music only in terms of the 
exotic shimmer of* Mantovani or the barrelhouse 
rhythms of an old-fashioned gospel quartet. And in the 
realm of literature, all too many of us never go beyond 
Edgar Guest, The Robe and the “slick” magazines. I 
do not inean to imply that these are bad and cannot be 
legitimately enjoyed. I am suggesting that if we allow 
our aesthetic appreciation to stop with Norman Rock- 
well and Edgar Guest, culturally we are still pretty far 
from living a full life. 

We reap the consequences of our cultural lag not 
only in individual lives which are much less satisfying 
to ourselves and less attractive to others than they 
might be, but also in the collective impact of the 
church upon the world. One result has been the almost 
complete absence of written material, produced by 
evangelicals, which merits both the adjective Christian 
and the noun literature. As far back as 1864, Matthew 
Arnold had some thoughtful words to say on this sub- 
ject too. 

In his essay “The Function of Criticism at the Present 
Time,” he outlined the “grand work of literary genius” 
as making beautiful works out of a certain order of 
ideas which the writer finds in an inspiring intellectual 
and spiritual atmosphere. The atmosphere, he says, is 
necessary. “For the creation of a masterwork of litera- 
ture two powers must concur, the power of the man and 
the power of the moment, and the man is not enough 
without the moment.” Even though a man can create in 
his own mind, through diligent study, a semblance of 
this state of things, it is by no means equivalent to a

widely-diffused atmosphere “in the highest degree ani- 
mating and nourishing to the creative power.” 

Certainly, as evangelicals, we cannot claim to have 
provided any such atmosphere. But the church must 
play an active role in doing this in order to give emerg- 
ing literary artists a perspective that is genuinely Chris- 
tian. 

As a further illustration of a more immediate effect 
of our cultural bankruptcy, consider the aesthetic bar- 
renness of what an elderly but artistically sensitive 
professor of mine used to call the “higgledy-piggledy” 
Sunday morning worship service. In so many of our 
churches it is one of the less inspiring hours of the 
week. On the other hand, I must admit that Charles 
Jefferson was at least partially right when he main- 
tained that “one of the most unfortunate superstitions 
about the sermon is that it is a work of art rather than 
a piece of bread or meat.” But the two are not mutually 
exclusive. The total worship service, sermon included, 
need not be artistically nauseating in order to be spir- 
itually edifying. Beauty is no enemy of truth. Jerusa- 
lem is not a blood-enemy of Athens. On a somewhat 
broader level, Christ is not the antithesis of culture. 

Here, perhaps, is a major source of the problem. 
Theologically and culturally, most Protestants have an 
essentially Puritan heritage. We would not for a mo- 
ment disown this; many of its virtues are solid. But 
there have been certain negative values also incul- 
cated in us as a result of our Puritan background. And 
these will not down readily. In short, our forebears 
were somewhat suspicious of beauty. Art could too 
easily become a siren song apt to lead men astray on 
the rocks of sensuality.

When the American Puritan picked up his pen, he 
wrote in what he called “plain style’—unornamented 
(comparatively, at least) directly functional prose. A 
clouded style is a stained glass window, he said. 
Stained glass windows might look pretty but obviously 
they don’t let as much light through. It was equally 
obvious to the Puritan that the primary purpose for any 
writing was to shed light, in a rather direct, literal 
sense. 

When the Puritan turned to building churches we 
might say he employed a sort of architectural “plain 
style.” He built plain white meeting-houses instead of 
ornate Gothic cathedrals. We look on them as quaintly 
beautiful; he was interested mainly in their functional 
value. 

We cannot say the Puritan despised learning. The 
truth is decidedly to the contrary. Nor can we say he 
lacked an aesthetic sense. But he espoused both learn- 
ing and art in utilitarian terms. They were good insofar 
as they were grist for his theological mill. 

One reason, then, for the cultural deficiencies of 
present-day evangelical Christians is our traditional 
predisposition toward emphasizing moral conduct as 
over against beauty and intelligence—or “sweetness 
and light” in Matthew Arnold’s terminology. The Puri- 
tan does not have sole responsibility for this. As Arnold 
indicates, since ancient times the world has periodically 
shifted position between two influential governing 
ideas: “strictness of conscience” (he calls this tendency 
Hebraism) and “spontaneity of consciousness” (Hell- 
enism). Christianity—especially Protestant Christian- 
ity—has almost always tended to emphasize the 
former. 








In all fairness, let us recognize that if we are a low- 
brow group culturally, we are no worse off than the 
great mass of people of which we are a part. The poet 
Randall Jarrell wrote an article last year for the Satur- 
day Evening Post “Adventures of the Mind” series en- 
titled “The Appalling Taste of the Age.” He focused his 
attention on “Instant Literature,” the apparently end- 
less stream of pre-digested gabble from writers, ad- 
vertisers, commentators, politicians. We might call 
rock and roll, horror movies and soap operas even 
more appalling. It is shocking, for example, to realize 
that some of the best-selling of the top best-sellers of 
this century were written by Mickey Spillane. We can 
be grateful that by discouraging us from indulging in 
some of these things our evangelical emphasis on moral 
conduct has spared us from sinking into deeper cultural 
bankruptcy. 


APPEALING OR APPALLING? 


For several days Jarrell’s article, “The Appalling 
Taste of the Age,” sat open on a corner of my desk. I 
noticed that as I passed by and saw it out of the corner 
of my eye, I often semi-consciously misread “appall- 
ing” as “appealing”. On one of these occasions the 
connection clicked. We endure an appalling taste be- 
cause it is appealing. It is more appealing for many of 
us to sit and watch television than to read. If we do 
watch television, it is more appealing to set our minds 
in neutral for the ball game than to view creatively 
something like Camera Three or Omnibus. And if per- 
chance we decide to read, it is more appealing to leaf 
casually through Life Magazine than to enter seri- 
ously into Doctor Zhivago or Atlantic Monthly. 

Again, I am not implying that Life and the ball 
game are bad. They have their rightful place. There 
are times when we should make jigsaw puzzles, whit- 
tle or sleep in the shade. But there are other times too. 

Why make the effort to improve ourselves culturally? 
If we have ambition to spur us on and energy to ex- 
pend, why not spend our time winning souls rather than 
improving ourselves? Happily, this is not an either-or 
matter. There is room for both in the life of the dedi- 
cated Christian. There are several reasons why a pro- 
found interest in the arts is not, for the Christian, the 
equivalent of making daisy chains. 

First, one of the great creeds of Christendom states 
that the chief end of man is to glorify God and enjoy 
Him forever. Whatever else is involved in this, it im- 
plies a possible spiritual value in appreciating to the 
full the temporal reflections of ultimate Truth, Beauty 
and Goodness which have their ground of being in God. 
It implies that aesthetic and intellectual pursuits can 
be God-ordained. “All truth is God’s truth.” We have 
said it so often it has become a cliche. But it has not

exactly become thread-bare from practical application, 

Second, cultivation of our intellectual and cultural 
potential is not totally unrelated to spiritual maturity, 
We have all on occasion wished for greater physical 
prowess—an extra pair of hands, perhaps, to do some 
of the innumerable routine tasks that never seem to 
get done. We have often had good reason to yearn for 
an enlarging of our mental capabilities. We should be 
aware of the same need for greater capacity in the 
realm of the spirit. An understanding of and love for 
the arts can make us bigger people spiritually. The 
late Henry Zylstra of Calvin College said it so well in 
his Testament of Vision: “By universalizing ourselves 
in the significant experience of others there is more of 
us that is Christian, that can be Christian, than there 
was before.” He was answering the question, “Why 
read novels?” But the same justification might be made 
for an evening at the Philharmonic or an afternoon at 
the Museum of Fine Art (or the Museum of Modern 
Art, for that matter). 

Third, if we choose to make it so and use it wisely, 
cosmopolitan cultural taste can be a pleasantly sur- 
prising stimulus and help in personal evangelism. Some 
of us find it next to impossible to be, as Paul said, “all 
things to all men.” But we should at least recognize the 
need for all kinds of Christians to reach all kinds of 
people. The more we know and the wider our tastes, 
the more points of contact we will find between our- 
selves and the people we wish to introduce to Jesus 
Christ, especially those people who do not seem to be 
reached directly by the church or by mass evangelistic 
techniques. 

Relating this matter to evangelism brings us back to 
the original quotation from Matthew Arnold. “How,” 
he asked the indignant religious moralizer, “is the ideal 
of a life so unlovely, so unattractive, so incomplete, so 
narrow, so far removed from a true and satisfying ideal 
of human perfection as is the life of your religious or- 
ganization as you yourself reflect it, to conquer and 
transform all this vice and hideousness?” 

To put it bluntly, if the sinner is enjoying his sin he 
won’t be greatly enamored by my life of dull virtue. 
And quite probably no matter what I say he will re- 
main indifferent to Christ. The non-Christian must 
sense clearly from the life of the Christian that Chris- 
tianity does not preclude or even discourage, but posi- 
tively encourages, a full enjoyment of life’s richest ex- 
periences. He must see in the Christian a living 
illustration of Christ’s declaration: “I am come that 
they might have life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly.” 

Can we attain this high ideal? Maybe not. Maybe 
no one has. But whether we have attained is not the 
critical question. To be always growing is what counts.

To us, this seems very inconsistent at best, 
but in Barth’s theology logic is subservient to “the lord- 
ship of God in revelation.” Quite often, he makes hu- 
man reason, as illumined by the Holy Spirit, the 
criterion for determining what in Scripture is the Word 
of God and what are the judgments of fallible men. 
This frail position is indeed dangerous, because it 
leaves the door open for speculative theology to run 
rampant. 

And it has. Many exponents of neo-orthodoxy have 
gone a great deal further and reached conclusions that 


Barth never intended. Thus Barth has stated that “the 
‘Barthians’ of America misrepresent me.” 

Barth himself claims that he is completely loyal to 
the foundational doctrines of the Christian gospel. In 
this area he says that he is well within the framework 
of Reformed theology. This we believe is the miracle 
of grace which has triumphed in Karl Barth’s theology, 
as G. C. Berkouwer has expertly pointed out (Triumph 
of Grace in the Theology of Karl Barth by G. C. 
Berkouwer). 

In the light of this, we feel that those statements 
made by Van Til are largely deduced from statements 
that are not at all representative of Barth’s total 
thought. Van Til is committed to a logical system of 
thought, modified but still ably. mirrored in the writ-

1. “Barth’s rejection of the historic Christian doctrine of 
Scripture springs therefore from his rejection of the his- 
toric Christian doctrine of Jesus Christ.” 


2. “It is clear therefore that Barth rejects in tote the 
biblical teaching of the substitutionary death of Christ.

Barth according to Barth 


1. “God is Father in respect to Jesus Christ. He is Father 
in himself. And Jesus Christ is His eternal Son. . . 
This Jesus Christ, who is the everlasting Word, who is 
the eternally begotten of God, has been manifested to 
the world. He is God like his Father, and he is man like 


us, with us, amidst us, man among men. . . To surrender 
the absolute and essential Godhead of Jesus Christ 
amounts to surrendering God Himself. . . His Son is the 


content of His revelation. No substitution takes place in 
His revelation neither in its content nor in its form. God 
is the content, God is the form, God is the means. . . 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God, our Lord. And this 
is not a theoretical truth, but a fact revealed in history.” 


2. “We are his property because he has redeemed us, 
because he has acquired us for himself through his blood, 
that is with his life. Therefore he is our Lord in that he 
is our Savior. . . God Himself, in Jesus Christ, offers 
Himself to man in order to bear as representative of 
mankind the suffering that man had to suffer. . . Not 
only has Jesus taken on our suffering, he has taken it 
away. . . Behold man in the light of God the cursed 
one. But this cursed one is God Himself who in Jesus 
Christ accepts so to be. God condemns sin in the flesh 
(Rom. 8:3) not in our own flesh, but in that of Jesus 
Christ. In the person of His Son, God suffers His own 
judgment of sin. He is at once judge and judged. And it 
is thus that sin is blotted out radically, efficaciously. We 
have seen that Jesus Christ has taken on our sin. We con- 
template now the other aspects of this exchange. We 
take on his justice, His holiness; all that is divine in us 
(and therefore foreign to us) is transferred to us.” 


3. “Calvin, following the Creed, insists on the presence 
of Pontius Pilate. He sees in Pilate first of all an his- 
torical reference intended to accredit this passive nar- 
rative. But especially, Calvin wants to point out that the 
world par excellence, the authority of the world which 
Pilate represented can do nothing but make Jesus suffer. 
Thus it is that the sin of the world breaks forth. Thus it is 
that God’s mercy also breaks forth. For Jesus is seen 
suffering in our place. In a way then, Pilate fulfills the 
New Testament: he declares Jesus innocent and, never- 
theless, finally works his condemnation. Our condemna- 
tion is thus eliminated. . . No less was needed for God 
to take upon himself our suffering. And now he has 
taken it. ‘Behold the man.’ Behold the ran in whose 
place God has put himself. Behold his condemnation, 
behold his suffering, behold what we deserve!” 


4. “Jesus Christ is the subject of Resurrection. He him- 
self showed he was victor and his victory grounds our 
faith. It is not our faith that grounds our victory. The 
idea of a faith triumphant over death must be avoided. 
Indeed, it is said: Our faith overcomes the world. But 
this is so because our faith is in him. . . The women 
found the tomb empty, then they met the risen Christ 
acting in their midst in a humanly-speaking very 
strange and new yet very real manner. The mention of 
the empty tomb in the gospel irrefutably marks the 
bodily resurrection. The New Testament is much simpler 
than that, it tells us quite simply. Do you want to believe 
in the living Christ? And it shows us that we may be- 
lieve in him only if we believe in his corporeal resur- 
rection. For life without a body is not human life. This 
is the content of the New Testament.” 
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To know God better we must know His Word better. 
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ing of John Calvin. For Van Til, since Barth’s concept 
of Scripture is erroneous, his theology must be cor- 
respondingly negated. 

Van Til has tried to evaluate logically the theology 
of a man whose basic premise is that God and revela- 
tion are beyond logic and are therefore paradoxical. 

Let us then review certain points of Van Til’s article. 

First, Van Til assumes that because Barth’s doctrine 
of Scripture is not orthodox it is destructive to the gos- 
pel. In reality Barth has repeatedly declared his total 
adherence to the “gospel of the saving grace of God to 
man.” 

Wrote Barth: “Luther and Calvin . . . essentially put 
forth one truth alone: the forgiveness of sins, which 
they used then to call justification by faith. Were they 
right in thus narrowing down Christianity, all the Chris- 
tian life and faith to one single point? I think the an- 
swer should be: Yes; the Creed and the Reformers 
were right. For the forgiveness of sins is the basis, the 
sum, the criteria of all that may be called Christian 
life or faith. . . Our justification is not a possession we 
might have by external right. It must be acquired. 
Moreover it must be acquired not by us but on our be- 
half. The Christ acquires it for us.” 

Barth’s view of Scripture is not necessarily destruc- 
tive to the gospel, although carried to its logical con- 
clusion (the very antithesis of Barth’s thinking), it could 
be. 

Van Til states, “Not even in the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ does Barth see any direct identification of 
God’s revelation with anything that took place in his- 
tory. . . All that happened in connection with the res- 
urrection, says Barth, happened but not in our time, 
not in history as a direct revelation of God. It all hap- 
pened in the ‘pure presence’ in Geschicte, not history.” 

At great length Van Til emphasizes Barth’s concept 
of Geschicte, but because he gives a surface definition, 
it clouds the basic issue. According to the theology of 
Barth, there are two spheres of time: Geschicte (God’s 
infinite time) and man’s time (finite). For Barth all 
that is meaningful for all time takes place in Geschicte. 
By this Barth does not deny the existence of finite 
time; rather he regards it as relatively unimportant as 
compared to Geschicte, which embraces all that God 
transcendently does on earth. In Geschicte, there is no 
such thing as a sequence of events. God sees from 
eternity to eternity; all is in the glorious infinite pres- 
ent. 

Although Barth’s emphasis on this has confused 
some, he definitely does identify the resurrection of 
Christ with a fact of history. While Barth adopts a 
higher critical view of the resurrection narratives (“a 
coherent history cannot be evolved from them”), he 
nonetheless declares: “The witnesses attended an event 
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that went over their heads and each told a bit of it. 
But these scraps are sufficient to bear witness to us of 
the magnitude of the event and its historicity. Every 
one of the witnesses declares God’s free grace which 
surpasses all human understanding. God alone can 
prove the truth of that history since He himself is its 
subject. Fortunately God has never ceased to work in 
man’s hearts and send the faith needed to see those 
things.” 

Far from “destroying at its central point the entire 
gospel of the free grace of God” Barth’s Geschicte en- 
visions God as sovereignly transcendent, beyond time 
in the eternal present and strangely imminent in the 
incarnation, God entering in a word human history as 
man and for man. Nowhere is God’s grace more 
thoroughly underlined then in this statement from 
Barth’s pen: 

“Grace must come first in order that sin may be 
manifest to us as sin and death in order that with the 


- Heidelberg Catechism, we may confess that we are by 


nature prone to hate God and our neighbor, therefore 
with Luther that we are lost and damned men. We 
cannot of ourselves know what our misery and de- 
spair, our guilt and punishment really are. That be- 
comes manifest to us in the fact that Christ has taken 
them upon himself and borne them. But if that does be- 
come manifest to us, namely in the answer which God 
has already given to our state before we ourselves 
knew of it, in the cross of Jesus in the depths of the 
mercy that is shown to us in him.” 

Van Til has represented Barth’s position as teaching 
that “nothing that takes place in history could be of 
such importance as to accomplish the salvation of man- 
kind.” But this is not true teaching of Barth. Indeed, it 
is the antithesis of many of his declarations. 

Barth states, “The present time, characterized by 
the fact that Jesus Christ died within time, in its en- 
tirety bears the stamp of this death. By the fact that 
Christ died within time, this time is no longer infinite; 
it is finite, its end is nearing and in fact it has*already 
come to an end. Within this time also sins are forgiven. 
The time of our lives, or our era, the time of the church 
have as their specific characteristics that sins are for- 
given.” 

Clearly, therefore, Jesus Christ died within time 
(finite time) and Barth has repeatedly underscored 
the vicarious nature of the atonement as the means 
whereby the accomplishment of human salvation is 
wrought. 

Let us consider some of his statements: “Calvin’s 
explanation of the Heidelberg Catechism,” writes Barth, 
“goes more to the heart because it immediately states 
how Jesus is our Lord. He not only was established by

how to get back to God 


This practical message, presented over the Bible 
Study Hour network last summer, is reprinted 
by request. By DONALD GREY BARNHOUSE 


AST CHRISTMAS I received a greeting from an old 

friend. There was a note with it which said in 

part, “It has been many years and many miles since I 

have seen you, and I guess I have travelled just as far 

from the ways of faith. That’s why I am writing you. 

How does one find the way back—when there is no 
will to try?” 

The writer of that letter is nearer home than she 
may think. The fact that-she knows she has traveled 
far from the ways of faith is a sure sign that she re- 
members the ways of faith. Her letter began with the 
above sentences. The rest of the letter contained family 
news, but below the signature was a postscript, which 
read, “P. S., As I said at the beginning of the letter, I 
can’t even get over the first hurdle of the will to try.” 

Since many, many Christians are in the same pre- 
dicament, I want to draw a road map so that Helen, as 
we shall call my correspondent, and all the other 
Helens and Georges or Marys and Jims of the world, 
may know just where they are and come back to the 
place of joy and strength. 

The way of faith is Christ, and to depart from that 
way is to enter a field that has few paths. When one 
enters that field, he wanders in darkness, and when it 
should be morning he discovers that he is in a heavy 
fog, a very heavy fog and cannot find the road back. 
At that moment, his first question must be, “How did 
I get out of the way and into this field?” 

There was light on the path, for God has promised, 
“Thy word is a lamp unto my feet and a light unto my 
path” (Ps. 119:105). 

So three factors are involved when we are out of the 
will of God: (1) we have turned our eyes away from 




















—_— 


Christ, who is the Way; (2) we have turned our feet. 


from the light, the Bible; and (3) we depart of our own 
accord. The road back begins with a clear recognition 
of these factors. 

How is it possible, we must ask, for one who has 
seen the Lord Jesus Christ, walked with Him, and 
known the joy of His fellowship, to turn away from 
Him to some other and lesser love? Yet this is some- 
thing that every Christian has done. There is not one of 
us who has not, at some time or other, wandered away 
from Christ for a shérter or longer period. But how is it 
possible for us to do such a thing? 

The answer is what the Bible teaches about the na- 
ture of our flesh. We read in John 3:6: “That which is 
born of the flesh is flesh” and in Galatians 5:17: “The 
desires of the flesh are against the Spirit and the desires 
of the Spirit are against the flesh; for these are opposed 
to each other, to prevent you from doing what you 
would.” 

So I acknowledge that there is a life within me that 
is my own life by birth and inheritance. This self-life 
wants its own way. It desires to fulfill its own lusts. It 
wants to be pampered. Just as those who put Christ to 
death cried out, “We will not have this man to reign 
over us!” So each of us has the carnal mind that is 
enmity against God. We do not want God to reign over 
us. 

We can never deal with this by ourselves. It must be 
dealt with by God Himself. He has dealt with our old 
nature by counting it as placed upon the cross of Christ 
and put to death there. But although the sentence has 
been passed, the criminal is still at large; the sentence 
has not yet been executed. We must cooperate with the 
Holy Spirit in actually yielding our old nature to Him 
for moment-by-moment crucifixion. Failure to do this 
always enables the old nature to lead the believer out 
of the way that is Christ, and away from the light that 
is the Word, to the field of wandering which lies beside 
the road. 

When he walks from the fulness of life in Christ, the 
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believer is not lost in the sense of being eternally 
damned. He has become what the Bible calls a “carnal” 
believer (I Cor. 3:1), and God allows him to go around 
in circles in the field of his wanderings until he comes 
to the end of himself and is willing to return to God so 
that the Father can once more deal with him. In fact, 
all the frustrations and longings, all the moments of 
despair, all the times of defeat, all the black dreams of 
emptiness are created by God and put in the path of 
the wanderer in order to sharpen his hunger for the 
joys that he knew in the beginning. 
The poet William Cowper has sung it: 


Where is the blessedness I knew, 
When first I saw the Lord? 
Where is the soul-refreshing view 
Of Jesus and His word? 


What peaceful hours I once enjoyed! 
How sweet their memory still! 

But they have left an aching void 
The world can never fill. 


It was such an aching void that caused my friend, 
Helen, to write to me as she did. Now how can she 
“get over the first hurdle of the will to try?” Well, there 
are two ways: she can continue to go around in circles, 
passing again and again by the same old landmarks of 
despair, crying, groaning, sighing, until it seems that 
every column in the vocabulary of life contains only the 
words cheerless, disconsolate, despondent, mirthless, 
miserable, woeful, wretched, sorrow and distress. Or 
else she can turn to the Lord and say, “Here I am. Do 
with me whatever You want to do.” 

In other words, she can take the hurdle the slow 
way or the rapid way. But the Lord is going to bring 
her back no matter how much she struggles against His 
will, for this is part of His faithfulness. And this for you 
also, if you’re out of the will of the Lord and you have 
once been in it, you may be sure that He will bring 
you back. Remember that He said that “being con- 
fident of this very thing, that He who has begun a good 
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- He cannot deny Himself” (II Tim. 2:13). Yes, if we

work in you will keep on perfecting it until the day of 
Jesus Christ” (Phil. 1:6). 

“The path of the justified one is as a shining light, 
that shines more and more until the perfect day” (Prov. 
4:18). “Though we believe not, yet He abides faithful; 


will not bend, we must be broken for He is going to 
bring us back. 

Twice in this study I have spoken of “going around 
in circles.” This is a well known phenomenon of the 
walk of a blind person, or of a sighted person in fog or 
darkness. Orthopedists tell us that almost no human 
being has legs that are exactly equal in length, so that 
when a person walks without the guidance of sight, his 
whole line of progress is in a sweeping circle, and ulti- 
mately comes back to within a step of the point of de- 
parture. . 

Every believer who is out of the will of the Lord is 
always at that point in his circling. The Lord’s road is a 
great circle; when you step out of His path, and away 
from the light He has given you, you walk in a circle 
that is always just one step away from His way. At any 
moment you can step back, if you will. 


FIRST THREE STEPS 


We have seen that the first three steps back to God’s 
will are; (1) admit that you have wandered from 
Christ, the path; (2) admit that you have left the Bible, 
the clear light; and (3) admit that you did it all of your 
own accord, by yourself. Emphasize this last point. 

If I am ever out of the will of God, I got out by my- 
self. Do not say, “There were two of us, and we strayed 
into the path of lust.” Or, do not say, “There were 
three of us and we strayed into the path of drunken- 
ness.” Or, there was our whole social set; we all went 
out arm in arm.” All these details may be true, but 
your part in it was from your own choice. You took 
your eyes from the Lord. You stopped reading the 
Word that would surely have convicted and warned 
you. You grieved the Holy Spirit until He took His 


silent place in the corner of your heart where you cur- 
tained him off, and He did not shout you down as you 
went your Own way. 

Now we are ready for the fourth step. The Holy 
Spirit whom you have grieved is quite ready to speak 
if you will speak to Him first. If you think that you do 
not have the will to try, begin by saying, “Lord Jesus! I 
do not have the will to try. Break down the barriers. Let 
me hear Thy voice. Speak to me. Bend me to Thy 
will.” 

At once the Holy Spirit will breathe in your heart, 
“Yes, my child. I have so missed fellowship with you. 
You may not think it possible, but I have missed fellow- 
ship with you more than you have missed it with 
me.” Now this thought should bring you most swiftly 
back to the Lord. He needs us as much as we need Him, 
for He is pure love, and love must have its object. He 
loves me. Let that be one of the cords that is strong in 
drawing me back to Him. 


BE SPECIFIC 


Now we come to the fifth step. What will the Holy 
Spirit say to us after we have called upon the Lord and 
asked to hear Him speak to us? We cannot escape His 
first question, simply because He is the Holy Spirit 
and He must act in accordance with that holiness. He 
will gently ask, “Where did you leave the path?” 

Don’t try to escape that question. Don’t try to ration- 
alize. Don’t try to fix on some lesser thing that came 
about that same time. Don’t try to call the thing itself 
by some lesser name. Do not try to get back into the 
will of God by way of fuzzy generalizations that leave 
the main issue unsettled. 

Always we get out of the will of God because we have 
chosen the path of self-will instead of remaining in the 
path of His will. No matter what were the details, men- 
tion those details to God. Do not be satisfied with the 
general confession; be specific. The general confession 
is good to say in unison in public meetings, but when 
you are alone with God it will not suffice to say, “We 
have erred and strayed away from Thy ways like lost 
sheep . . . We have left undone those things which we 
ought to have done; and we have done those things 
which we ought not to have done; and there is no 
health in us.” 

That is good for a start. Yes, but then come down to 
cases. “Lord, I began by flirting and I ended in adul- 
tery.” Or, “Lord, I began by borrowing that money 
until pay day, and then I did it so often that I was over 
my head and I stole it. I am a thief.” Or say, “I didn’t 
want to be left out of the conversation so I invented 
lies and joined the gossip and was guilty of slander.” 
Or, “I was afraid to flunk the examination so I re- 
sorted to cheating.” Or, “I wanted to keep up with the 


neighbors so I went out of Thy will and got into debt”” 
Or, “I was demanding at home and nagged in order to 
get attention and satisfy my pride.” F 

Now someone who has wandered in the field for 
many years may sigh that he honestly cannot think of 
any such enormities. He does not recall having lied, ™ 
cheated, stolen, been impure, or committed any overt 
sins. Oh, I know more than one life which has lost 
years in the wanderings by running ahead of God to | 
something that seemed lawful, legal, moral or even | 
Christian. More than one young woman has fallen in~ 
love with love, and when asked in marriage by an | 
honorable man did not stop to learn the will of God, 


and got herself into a marriage that was the unequal :> 


yoke with an unbeliever. It’s possible to experience 
years of wandering by such a step out of the will of 
God. Whatever it is, bring it out before God and name 
it by name. And if you cannot think of what it might 
be, ask the Lord to search your heart and put His finger 
on the thing which might be the cause of your spiritual 
dullness. He will answer. The Holy Spirit’s purpose is to 
bring you closer to Christ. He loves you. He draws 
you. He woos you. He wants your good. He wants you 
in the path of peace. 

Now let me give*a practical hint or two about this 
first hurdle of the will to try. Begin to sing some song of 
praise to God. I know a woman who was in terrible 
despondency, and her husband was trying to help her 
back into the joy of the Lord. It was in the morning and 
the day seemed dark before her. He said, “We are go- 
ing to sing, let’s sing, ‘Come Thou fount of every bless- 
ing, Tune my heart to sing Thy grace.’” On the first 
verse, the wife managed to get in one note out of four or 
five. The second and third verses were about the same.

FIELD 


Is it good or bad that thousands are visiting the mission field each year? 


AVE YOU ever had the pleasant experience of 

entertaining angels? We did recently. A couple 
who for years had prayed for our work, decided to 
take their vacation down here, and their stay was a joy 
and blessing. Both nationals and missionaries have 
had a spiritual “shot in the arm” and feel refreshed 
and uplifted. 

Literally thousands are taking their vacation in 
foreign lands with missionary friends. This year some 
15,000 of them did. Obviously 15,000 visitors presents 
a new angle to the picture of missions. Is it a good 
thing or a bad thing? Do these visitors aid or hinder in 
the spread of the gospel? 

Well, as is true of most things, it all depends. 

One mission station has had to close its work dur- 
ing the tourist season because there was neither time 
nor strength left for anything besides taking friends of 
‘the Mission sight-seeing. It would be anybody’s guess 
to know how many missionary hours were spent in the 
hospitality of those 15,000. Planes had to be met, extra 
meals prepared, and other work laid aside. Was that 
the best expenditure of missionary energies? Should 
visitors to the mission field be encouraged? Again, I 
would say, it all depends. 

The good visitors—those who are assets—come to 
the field in much the same spirit and manner as do 
good missionaries. To be more specific, there are 
three rules that a visitor should follow in order to make 
his stay a boost to the work. 

First of all, his trip should. be made only after much 
prayer and waiting upon God. In practically every 
case where there has been great blessing from a visit, 
there have been months of prayer preparation on the 
part of the visitor, specific prayer that the Lord would 
use and guide and bless in his stay.

Secondly, the trip should be made only if the per- 
son going is filled with the Spirit and with love. If one 
is out of tune spiritually, if he is battling with inner 
conflicts and defeats, is in a critical, doubting, unlov- 
ing state, it would seem unusual guidance that such a 
one should find the answer to his problems on the mis- 
sion field. The ideal visitor should be free from his 
own problems, free to be helpful to others. 

And lastly, a visitor’s purpose in coming should be 
to serve and not to be served. If the visitor is primarily 
interested in sight-seeing (and there is certainly noth- 
ing wrong in sight-seeing) then he should go to one of 
the many agencies set up for just that. He shouldn’t 
expect, or even want, that missionaries drop their 
visitation and Bible classes and times of prayer to 
show them what the agencies can. But even more 
than that, he should want to do what he can to help 
in the work: attend the meetings and pray, make 
visits, do household chores that will give the mission- 
ary more time. My mind is flooded with lovely illus- 
trations of how different friends have helped. One 
friend did all the mending in a large family, another 
gave music lessons to the children and read to them 
—giving several free hours to the mother. Another 
visitor followed the missionary everywhere, making 
prayer lists of each student, believer or friend, and is 
still praying for those on that list. Some have done 
secretarial work. Others have chauffered and done 
errands—done maintenance jobs etc. When one has 
“eyes to see” there are always several ways that one 
can help. 

No one should go to the mission field for entertain- 
ment, for a vacation in the usual sense of the word. 
But if one goes because he is sent by God, if one goes

filled with the Spirit and love, and if 
one goes to help, it is pure again for 
the Lord’s work and everyone con- 
cerned. 

One or two things to watch may be 
in order. Aim to take as little time as 
possible from the missionary; be in- 
dependent. Learn to use the local 
buses and in other ways to “go on 
your own steam” whenever possible. 
Also, be sure that you are covering all 
your financial obligations. Missionary 
allowances cannot possibly cover ex- 
tended hospitality. As anyone who 
has had guests knows, there are all 
sorts of incidental expenses—tips, ex- 
tra gasoline, higher standard of meals, 
more laundry—that are inevitable to 
entertainment. 

He should also be a good guest as 
far as the national believers are con- 
cerned. North Americans are notorious 
world-wide for their superiority com- 
plex. Nationals are keen to sense true 
love and appreciation as against con- 
descension and criticism. One recent 
guest here after a national wedding in 
all sincerity told me, “You know I 
just love these people. I love them.” 
And somehow the nationals must have 
sensed that love for they are still talk- 
ing of the graciousness and Christ- 
likeness of that particular guest. 

If at all possible, learn at least a 
few useful words and phrases so that 
there can be some communication be- 
tween you and the nationals. They'll 
love increasing your vocabulary and 
will far rather hear your few broken 
phrases in their own language than 
flawless English, which to them is a 
barbarous, unknown tongue. 

Then, too, try to look on things 
charitably and sympathetically. There 
is no mission station nor missionary 
that is perfect. Cover the many glar- 
ing defects with your love and silence 
and prayers. 

Finally, try to make your visit count 
on your return to the States. Some of 
the most effective missionary deputa- 
tion work has been done by ex-vis- 
itors. 

Our world has shrunk. None of us 
is more than 60 hours from anyone 
else on this planet. Inexpensive plane 
travel makes it very likely that sooner 
or later you will be a guest on some 
mission station. If so, God can so 
preserve your “going out and your 
coming in” that you will leave nothing 
behind but a trail of blessing. “Thanks 
be unto God who always causeth us to 
triumph in Christ and_ diffuseth 
through us the fragrance of the knowl- 
edge of Christ in every place”—and 
that would surely include the time 
one was a guest on the mission field.

According to Tom Gallagher in 
Fire at Sea, the Morro Castle disaster, 
which took place close enough to the 
Jersey shore to allow thousands of 
people to see the ship burn, was 
caused by arson.

On the 
day when hearts are laid bare, they 
will lament that what they did was in 
the name of Christ, but He will say, 
“Depart from Me, ye workers of in- 
iquity; I never knew you. It would 
have been better for such that they 
had never been born.” 


Marx Out-of-date 


Prime Minister Nehru recently 
pointed out that many of the ideas of 
Karl Marx were out of date for a 
country like India. Many thinkers have 
stated that his ideas hold little rele- 
vance for a modern society. Russia it- 
self is not following the Marxist line, 
and China’s attempts to do so have 
resulted in slowing her advance. 

There is one ideology that remains 
the same in all societies—and that is 
more than an ideology, it is a person 
—the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Peace and Justice 


On his 500th “Person to Person” 
show, Edward R. Murrow recalling the 
highlights of the six years’ of inter- 
viewing celebrities, mentioned Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee. 

The Korean leader had said, “Peace, 
Peace! I am sick of the word ‘peace’— 
I want to hear more about justice. If

you have justice, then peace will 
come.” 

This sounds wonderful, but there is 
great error hidden in it. There can be 
no justice from man—man in his fal- 
len state is without true justice. Justice 
can come only from God. If God ex- 
ercised pure justice, the human race 
would be swept into Hell without de- 
lay. The goodness inherent in the good 
news of the gospel is that man doesn’t 
have to deal with the justice of God, 
but that he can come to the love of 
God in order to avoid divine justice. 
There will be no peace until the Lord 
Jesus Christ comes again. He alone is 
just, and we are called just in Him. 


“| Ain‘t Got No” 


A recent textbook called The High 
School Curriculum contains the fol- 
lowing: “English teachers have sud- 
denly discovered that many is the boy 
who says ‘I ain’t got no’ because his 
parents say it, his friends say it, and 
his community says it. Furthermore, 
these parents see no reason why they 
should change or why their sons 
should change. As the work of lin- 
guists has increasingly shown, there is 
no real absolute in language usage. 
Communication is the end result, and 
that language is good which facilitates 
communication and is inconspicuous.” 

In other words, a boy who comes 
from a slovenly family will be raised 
to “communicate” with other semi-lit- 
erates. If he speaks correct English, he 
will be “conspicuous” and it seems to 
be as bad to be conspicuously better 
than the average as it is to be worse. 
The purpose of class rooms is to 
change the pupils from what they 
brought into the class room to some- 
thing better. There is no need for a 
school if the child is to remain what 
he was by nature. 

There is a spiritual analogy in all 
this. The Christian life is to be con- 
stant growth. Just as every individual

should be encouraged by a proper 
school system to rise to the highest in- 
tellectual, social and economic level he 
is capable of reaching, so every min- 
ister of Christ should encourage the 
Christian to rise to the spiritual 
heights of which he becomes capable 
when the life of Christ becomes his 
life. 


Interest in People 


Two writers, discussing the differ- 
ence between the writing of a play and 
a novel, could easily discern that a 
play was written for a houseful of peo- 
ple, a novel for a man in an arm- 
chair. But one sentence is striking, 
“Readers and playgoers are never in- 
terested in issues or ideas. They’re in- 
terested in people.” This has a great 
deal of truth in it, but constitutes a 
tragedy. 

In Christian work there are many 
people who will not give to a work, 
they want to give to people. Thus some 
Christian works for orphans or lepers 
are over-financed in comparison with 
other needs which may be much 
greater but not so glamorous. Mis- 
sionaries with glamor who can tell a 
story from a platform or write with 
great interest frequently are much bet- 
ter supported than some person of in- 
finitely greater worth, who is doing a 
much greater job, but who is tongue- 
tied in front of an American audience, 
and who refuses to write of lions and 
snakes and savages when he is not 
concerned with anything but the souls 
of men. 


Atomic Testing 


The policy-making Central Com- 
mittee of the World Council of 
Churches, meeting in annual session 
on the island of Rhodes, Greece, in 
August, called upon the U.S.A., Great 
Britain and Russia not to resume the 
testing of atomic bombs on a unilateral

Keswick last summer told the story of 
a young Christian in Burma who, 
when dying, clasped to his breast his 
most treasured possession—the four 


books of the Bible that were in his 
language, two gospels, Acts and James, 
Seeing the end was near, his relatives 
endeavored to straighten his arms, ac- 
cording to their custom; but he gripped 
his books the tighter, and was buried 
with them clasped to his heart. May 
we hold the Word of God, spiritually, 
in this way. 


Bravo for the Bishop 


Dr. Mervyn Stockwood was ap- 
pointed, a few months ago, to be 
Anglican Bishop of the diocese of 
Southwark, in south central London.

Science Too Big? 


“Is Science Too Big for the Scien- 
tist?” This is the title of a Saturday 
Review article by Dr. Merle A. Tuve, 
director of the Department of Terres- 
trial Magnetism at the Carnegie Insti- 
tute in Washington, D.C. It is, of 
course, for there is no problem that 
touches a man that does not have as- 
pects greater than man. God has made 
man so that man must be subject. to 
Him. “Ye will not come unto Me that 
ye might have life” is as applicable to 
the greater problems of nucleonics and 
the geophysical sciences as it is to 
spiritual life. 


Dead Sea Scrolls 


The importance of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls has become so great and the 
problems so many that in Paris a new 
review has been launched which carries 
nothing but scientific articles about 
these manuscripts. 

The title of this magazine is Revue 
de Qumran. Its first issue contains 160 
pages of articles by scholars of many 
countries. The editors hope to publish 
four or five issues a year. 

One of the most important articles in 
the first issue was a view of the 
editor’s book, Le Docteur de Justice et 
Jesus Christ; it showed conclusively 
that all the uproar in the public press 
two or three years ago concerning the 
relationship between Christ and the 
Essene “Teacher of Righteousness,” 
was only sensational journalism and has 
no basis in the Qumran texts. 


Hospital Strike 


Early in the summer during a strike 
of New York hospital workers, one of 
the picketers suffered a heart attack.

The New Mexico Register, official 
organ of the Roman Catholic diocese, 
reports that the Archbishop had sent 
a letter to all clergy asking them to 
read this message at mass: “His Ex- 
cellency, the Most Reverend Arch- 
bishop Byrne urges all Catholics to 
withhold all their patronage from drug- 
stores, newsstands and other establish- 
ments which display and sell filthy 
publications. Court rulings have tied 
the hands of law enforcement officials 
on most of these publications. The 
only answer is economic. Do not spend 
your money with a newsdealer who 
thinks so little of you that he finds it 
necessary to play on your animal in- 
stincts:'to stay in business.” 

While something must be done 
about the formidable flood of filth 
which now sells on the newstands, the 
method employed by Roman Catho- 
lics may be disturbing, for a Roman 
Catholic boycott is not always used 
for moral reasons. Sometimes it is a 
pressure instrument for some purely 
clerical interest of church power poli- 
tics.

under his governance. But he did some- 
thing to our Lord, and he is our Lord 
in doing it.

Therefore, 
he is our Lord in that he is our-Savior.” 

Certainly if language means a thing 
Barth does believe that Christ’s death 
in finite time as an historical event was 
of “such importance as to accomplish 
the salvation of mankind.” 

To present a clearer picture of Kal 
Barth’s views on the foundational doc 
trines of the Christian faith, we quot 
from The Faith of the Church in the 
chart on page 22. Barth speaks in the 
context of the Heidelberg Confession 
and Calvin’s Catechism. There is 
semantic trickery involved here.

REAL AID TO AVERAGE READER 


Sound, Safe but Often Stilted 


HOLY BIBLE, The Berkeley Version in 
Modern English. Gerrit Verkuyl, 
Editor-in-Chief. Zondervan. $7.95.

The Christian world has been in 
debt to Dr. Gerrit Verkuyl for his ex- 
cellent translation of the New Testa- 
ment. Generally any translation by a 
single mind is inferior to that issued by 
a large group. This was not so in the 
case of Verkuyl’s New Testament. 
Greatly superior to Williams’ trans- 
lation, much closer to the text than 
Weymouth’s, not as pungent, but less a 
paraphrase than Phillips’ translation, 
not as dangerous as is the Amplified 
New Testament with its interpreta- 
tions incorporated in parentheses in 
the text, Verkuyl’s translation has 
been a valuable aid to students. 

It was with some eagerness, there- 
fore, that we awaited the issuance of 
the entire Bible under the leadership 
of this same editor. This work has 
been done by a group of scholars who 
are godly, reverent men. The trans- 
lators have not needed to place foot- 
notes that acknowledge that their work 


is conjectural on hundreds of passages, 
as the Revisers have done. But, to me 
at least, the translation is frequently 
stilted. There is a claim in the preface 
that this volume is not a revision but a 
new translation into modern English. 
Why then, is the Old Testament filled 
with “Thou wast .. .” “Thou dost. . .” 
“Thou shouldst . . .”? 

In the great controversial verses the 
translators have followed the traditional 


renderings. “The virgin shall con- 
ceive” (Isa. 7:14). “Kiss the Son 
~« « We 2:22). “Tig Ties, O 
God .. .” (Ps. 45:6), etc. Whenever 


there is the possibility of an alternate 
rendering, the translators have always 
leaned to the conservative theological 
viewpoint. The footnotes aré devo- 
tional and informative rather than 
technical. The volume can be a real 
aid to the average student of the Bible, 
especially to those who do not know 
the original languages. 





GREAT PERSONALITIES OF THE OLD 
TESTAMENT. William Sanford 
LaSor. Revell. 192 pp. $3.00.

The Old Testament relates history 
by telling about the great characters 
who dominated its scenes. Dr. LaSor 
draws the characters out of the history 
in which they are involved; at the 
same time he illuminates the history 
itself. 

One chapter has been devoted to 
each of the persons studied, though 
two chapters were required for Abra- 
ham, Moses and David. The virtues 
and faults of each one are carefully 
drawn. They are seen against the 
background of their times and are 
often judged in its light rather than 
by the more advanced standards of 
our times or of later revelation. The 
most admirable single quality of the 
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work is the way in which the author 
has filled in intimacies of detail from 
archeological sources. 


A few matters worthy of special 
mention are the portrayal of possible 
secular factors in Abraham’s call; the 
mention of the element of responsi- 
bility in the birthright; the suggestion 
that Moses learned something of Je 
hovah from Jethro, which, though by 
no means a new idea, is plausibly 
presented; the vivid account of David 
and Goliath; the fine handling of the 
imagery of Ezekiel 40-48. 

A very valuable feature of the book 
is the set of footnotes, which are ex- 
ceptional in that they often make as 
interesting reading as the text itself. 
They are filled with up-to-date, ac- 
curate information from _ excellent 
sources. 

Not everyone will agree that Moses’ 
killing of the Egyptian can be justified. 
In a few instances quotations are ap- 
parently used though the source is not 
indicated. 

Such criticisms, however, are minor 
when compared with the overall worth 
of this work. The author approaches 
the Scriptures with reverence and has 
dedicated his own fine ability to the 
task of helping the Old Testament 
speak to us more vividly and of help- 
ing us to receive it with keener under- 
standing. The book is recommended 
without hesitation.

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single guiding principle out of which a 
whole theory may develop. The “stub- 
born interrelatedness” of basic ideas is 
evident. Readers should not think that 
the central ideas he rejects as the best 
root principle are totally denied. They 
are merely brought under the control 
of his central integrative principle. 

He says that the guiding principle 
must be theologically and educationally 
adequate, integral to all other ele- 
ments, simple (able to be stated in a 
single proposition), and clear. He be- 
lieves the Bible as the center has usu- 
ally led to mere transmission of 
knowledge and too literalistic interpre- 
tations. To center in problem-solving 
is to make a method one’s end. Life- 
experience as a center is too vague. 
The Church as center may lead to in- 
stitutionalism. Making Jesus Christ 
Himself the center is close to the heart 
of the matter, he says, but such an 
emphasis may “neglect to put proper 
emphasis on the human side of the 
learner and his life . . .” 

Finally, he proposes that the best 
guiding principle is “the gospel of 
God’s redeeming activity in Jesus 
Christ.” He, then, argues for this be- 
cause (1) Revelation must be central, 
(2) the gospel is the very heart of the 
Word, (3) it is “the clue to the mean- 
ing of history,” (4) and the “clue to 
the meaning of existence.” 

The latter part of the book explores 
the ways in which major curriculum 
problems are solved from his starting 
point. These need much fuller develop- 
ment by other workers in the field. 

While it may be argued that one 
could start philosophically with the 
doctrine of the Triune God or with an 
adequate view of the Bible and its 
proper interpretation, Wyckoff, pro- 
fessor of Christian Education at 
Princeton Seminary, would probably 
have no serious objection provided 
these were defined in ways that state 
the gospel dynamically. 

It is hoped the volume will have 
wide reading and discussion among 
thoughtful Christians.

What about Church Unity?

Evangelical Christians have long 
neglected the New Testament doctrine 
of the Church, although it is one of 
the most prominent doctrines in the 
New Testament; and the unity of the 
church is among its most notable char- 
acteristics. 

The role which oneness among our 
Lord’s disciples is to play is set forth 
in our Lord’s prayer “that they all may 
be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and 
I in thee, that they also may be one in 
us; that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent me” (John 17:21). This 
oneness is a spiritually grounded one- 
ness, for it is to be like the oneness 
which existed between God the Son 
and God the Father; but it must be a 
oneness which is visibly manifested, 
for it is to lead men to faith. 

If we are to take this word of our 
Lord seriously, we must conclude that 
the greatest hindrance to true revival 
in America is the sinful divisiveness 
and fragmentary character of the 
Church. To refer this unity to the “in- 
visible” church and to infer that it has 
little reference to the visible church 
will not do, for the very character of 
this oneness must be seen by men in 
order to lead them to saving faith. 

Three recent books will help to 
stimulate creative thinking about this 
problem. For the evangelical layman, 
the most helpful is G. W. Bromiley’s 
The Unity and Disunity of the 
Church. Dr. Bromiley, until recently 
one of the leading evangelical scholars 
of Great Britain, is now professor at 
Fuller Theological Seminary. His book 
starts from the biblical premise that 
the Church is one in Christ. Unity is 
not something to be created; it is a fact 
which belongs to the very character of 
the church because of its relationship 


to Christ. Bromiley then explores ways 
in which this unity ought to manifest 
itself. 

A second volume comes from the 
Reformed tradition from R. B. Kuiper, 
who has held such important posts as 
professor of Systematic Theology at 
Westminster Theological Seminary 
and president of Calvin Theological 
Seminary. This book, entitled The 
Glorious Body of Christ, consists of 
53 brief studies which appeared some 
ten years ago in The Presbyterian 
Guardian and discusses a large range of 
topics which have to do with the bib- 
lical doctrine of the Church from its 
antiquity in Adam and Eve, who con- 
stituted the first church, to the wed- 
ding feast at the return of Christ. 
Included are chapters on the various 
offices in the Church, Sacraments, Holy 
Children, Teacher of Covenant Youth, 
and the like. Kuiper recognizes that 
the modern divisiveness is sinful and 
that while the ideal unity may be 
unattainable, we should nevertheless 
strive for it. 

The third volume is by Claude 
Welch, professor of Theology at Yale 
Divinity School, and is entitled The 
Reality of the Church. Professor 
Welch takes as his point of departure 
the Church as an empirical historical 
entity which was formed around the 
concrete historical person - of Jesus 
Christ. The Church finds its true being 
in the love of God in Christ, through 
which “we are what we were not, and 
could not be, before. This is the new 
relationship in which we are now set, 
and in which we are constrained to 
love God and one another. And this is 
the central reality; all social and his- 
torical order in the church is subordinate 
to this ontological order and struc 
ture.” This book has been called “the 
ablest and most significant discussion of 
the theme of ‘the Church’ in current 
theological literature.” The layman will 
find it difficult reading, but it will 
stimulate the thinking of the pastor 
who wishes to face this important com 
temporary issue.

A PRESBYTERIAN EVALUATES 


A Baptist on Baptism 


BAPTISM. Johannes Warns, (trans- 
lated by G. H. Lang). Kregel. 352 
pp. $3.95.

This scholarly work issued in Ger- 
man 45 years ago has now been trans- 
lated by G. H. Lang, a well-known 
biblical writer, who has contributed 
numerous notes to this work. The book 
comprises 150 pages of theological 
matter, 200 pages of historical. It is a 
thorough account of the conflict be- 
tween Baptist bodies and the state 
churches of the continent, Lutheran in 
particular. It recounts a sad chapter in 
church history. One can only. trust that 
outrages of the past will not unduly 
prejudice present-day Baptists against 
other denominational bodies. Histor- 
ically, the varying reasons certain state 
churches have maintained the practice 
of infant baptism are shown in many 
instances to have been for obviously 
unbiblical persuasions. 

There is a biblical and theological 
consistency wherever the Baptist posi- 
tion is taken. This cannot be said of 
the bodies holding an opposing view 
which admits infant baptism and other 
modes than immersion. A simple ex- 
egetical approach to the New Testa- 
ment convincingly supports the Baptist 
position. Baptists stand as a biblical 
corrective to all forms of excessive 
sacramentarianism and to every shade 
of baptismal regeneration. Their ex- 
egesis must be respected as sound and 
their New Testament system as self- 
consistent. The work of Warns will 
stand as a classic presentation, and as 
such should be in the library of every 
serious Baptist student. 

Those of the Reformed tradition 
will object that the matter is not quite 
so simple. Warns has no adequate un- 
derstanding or apologetic regarding the 
covenant theology of the later Scottish 
and Dutch theologians. In my opinion 
the weakness of the Baptist postion is 
neither exegetical nor historical so 
much as theological. Reformed theo- 
logians place considerable emphasis 
upon the continuity of God’s covenant 
of grace as administered differently 


through the various dispensations. Con- 
sequently their doctrine of the church 
is based on the continuity of a cove- 
nant community throughout Old and 
New Testament ages from its institu- 
tion under Abraham. And as the cove- 
nant community began with Abraham, 
not Moses, so the sign and seal which 
was circumcision began with Abra- 
ham, not Moses. The covenant com- 
munity and its sign must be associated 
with the promise to Abraham, not with 
the Law. It is a low view of the church 
of all redeemed which ignores the place 
of the covenant in all of God’s redemp- 
tive dealings with man. The silence of 
the New Testament can as validly be 
cofistrued to support the presumptive 
continuance of the covenant principles’ 
of the Old. 

All baptism is based on presump- 
tion, the real relation known only to 
God. The infant heirs of believers are 
presumptively members of the house- 
hold of God until such time as they 
might personally invalidate that pre- 
sumption through unbelief. Infant bap- 


‘tism like circumcision of infants in 


Israel points to the promise of God, 
and exhibits the expectation of parents’ 
faith. Such baptism is a means of grace, 
designed as an instrument for the estab- 
lishment of personal faith, which faith 
must be affirmed in due season, and 
the baptism thus personally confirmed. 

There are serious exegetical weak- 
nesses in Warns’ book, for example the 
failure to note that in such passages as 
I Corinthians 12:13 (scarcely con- 
sidered at all), Romans 6 and Colos- 
sians 2 all state that the primary fact 
of baptism is “into Christ,” and that 
from this primary relation there are 
subsequently other relations of which 
“into His death” is but one. If the 
meaning of baptism is broader than 
union with the death and resurrection 
of Christ, so also the mode of baptism 
may be broader than immersion only. 
The book is excellent though it does 
not comprehend many valuable studies 
of the past half-century.

We live in a world of paperbacks. At 
long last, our evangelical world is rec- 
ognizing it and is bringing out some of 
the great works of the past in this in- 
expensive format. 

This two-volume work upwards of 
1,000 pages distills for us in marvelous 
clarity the heartbeat of Reformed the- 
ology. The volumes are easy to hold, 
wonderful to carry when traveling, and 
should give the tourist, who is ever in- 
tellectually awake, the opportunity to 
feed his heart and soul on something 
worth reading. 

This paperback edition of Calvin's 
great work has a number of things to 
commend it.

This is the first of what will be, with- 
out doubt, a flood of recorded music 
designed to capitalize on the sentiments 
and emotions associated with Christmas. 
If the rest of the flood maintains the 
quality of this first release, it will be 
cause for thanksgiving. 

This is an excellent and tasteful pres- 
entation of hymns and carols which are 
for the most part familiar and well- 
loved. The Carmichael arrangements are 
always interesting and effective, and the 
chorus sings with good tone and diction. 

I question whether there is any need 
to buy renditions of music which we 
hear so much in our churches and else- 
where during the Christmas season. But 
whether there is “need” or not, people 
evidently do buy them, for year after 
year the record companies produce 
good, bad, and indifferent renditions of 
these same hymns and carols. This is 
one of the good ones. Even the album 
notes can be recommended. For once 
they are literate and informative. 


Requiem in D Minor, Mozart. Elisabeth 
Grummer, soprano, Marga Hofigen, 
contralto, Helmut Krebs, tenor, Gottlob 
Frick, bass. Choir of St. Hedwig’s Ca- 
thedral, Berlin, chorus master: Karl 
Forster. Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra 
conducted by Rudolf Kempe. 

One of the great masterpieces of 
sacred choral literature is here presented 
in a fine recording. Mozart did not live 
to complete this work, and musicolo- 
gists are undecided as to just how much 
of it is actually by the master and how 
much was done by his pupil, Sussmayr. 
Be that as it may, the entire work is 
Mozartean, and since Sussmayr was 
with his teacher during the last days of 
Mozart’s life and had access to his 
sketches and manuscripts, we may rest 
assured that the work was completed 
much as Mozart himself would have 
done it. 

No words of mine can add to the 
stature of this masterpiece. No less an 
authority than Haydn said that the 
Requiem alone would have secured 
eternal fame for its composer. If the 
work is unfamiliar to you, I can only 
heartily recommend it and feel a bit 
envious of the delicious joy you will 
have in experiencing it for the first 
time. If you do know it, I can say that 
this is one of the finest performances I 
have heard. The work has been re- 
corded a number of times previously,

and other light tunes in a similar vein, 
Some readers of this column may believe 
that I dislike music of this type, but that 
is not true. Light music has its place— 
its pleasing and charming place. But | 
strongly object to a steady diet of it, 
How I long for Christmas to be fed and 
nourished by the great masterpieces of 
sacred music! When the roast beef of 
Sebastian Bach is thoroughly digested, 
the chocolate-covered mint of “In the 
Garden” will be kept in its proper place. 

Turning to the albums listed above, 
I can find nothing but pleasant listening 
in all of them. The mezzo-soprano voice 
of Rose Arzoomanian is, on this record- 
ing, a very fine one. This is not a micro- 
phone voice, I would guess, but a real 
one of some power and generally good 
focus and placement. Furthermore, she 
sings with a quality of reverence not al- 
ways apparent in these days when hymns 
and sacred songs are frequently given 
the Broadway-Hollywood glossy finish. 

Flo Price, who has the advantage of 
fine Mickelson arrangements to support 
her, has a microphone voice, I assume. 
By that I mean that she needs electronic 
amplification in order to be heard. What 
she has is used with considerable charm, 
however. 

Dick Faulkner, a young baritone with 
a smooth and appealing voice, sings well, 
and is supported by a good chorus, 
There is nothing special in this album, 
since the music is the usual run of 
beloved hymns. 

“Frank Boggs is widely known as the 
possessor of a superior bass voice, and 
how rare it is to find a real bass today. 
This album, entitled “By Request,” con- 
tains music previously recorded on other 
albums. A special word of praise is due 
the Don Hustad Chorale, heard in many 
of the numbers. 

Dick Goodwin’s voice is a pleasing 
tenor, and even before reading the al- 
bum notes, the intelligent listener will 
detect traces of his show-business back- 
ground in his vocal style. This is not 
necessarily detrimental. In the art of 
projection alone the successful night- 
club artist could teach the average 
church singer a great deal. Goodwin is 
entirely successful in what he attempts 
to do, for these light, popular-type songs 
are done with zest and style. One hopes, 
however, that he will not be satisfied to 
remain in this popular but limited field. 
His voice sounds like a good one, and 
this reviewer would welcome an oppor- 
tunity to hear it in more rewarding 
music 

Finally, Ralph Nielsen, also a tenor, 
presents a more interesting and varied 
list of songs and proves to be a singer 
of refinement, style, and some intensity. 
His voice is excellent, though perhaps 
a bit light. One longs for more tone on 
the climaxes, such as the Stainer aria, 
or the Buzzi-Peccia song. But in the 
shaping of phrases, the understariding 
of stylistic sath, and the projection 
of mood and text, this singer approaches 
real elegance. He is to be congratulated 
for choosing an unhackneyed, distin- 
guished program, and performing it 
with distinction. The orchestral 
choral accompaniments, under the firm 
hand of Don Hustad, are first rate. 
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Rose Arzoomanian singing “Old Favor- 
ites” with organist Stuart Noordyk, vi- 
braharpist, James Draper, and pianists 
Kenneth Lewis and Ray De Vries.

Nahum, what did you see when God 
lifted the veil and revealed the future 
to your eyes? Did you have no lan- 
guage to describe it? “Chariots we 

. rushing to and fro . . . torches . 
lightning!” 

This passage in Nahum describes a 
battle that will take place in the last 
days, for it refers not merely to traffic 
in modern city streets, but to vehicles 
of war. In verse 4 the word translated 
“torches” carries the same meaning in 
Hebrew. But in verse 3, the expression 
“flaming torches” in the King James 
Version, and “flash like flame” in the 
RSV, is from a _ different Hebrew 
word and occurs only here in the 
Bible. Gesenius says that this word 
means “a finer kind of iron, steel;” and 
he translates it, “The chariots (shine) 
with fire of irons;” or, “the chariots 
(shine) with steel.” This suggests the 
modern armored steel tank moving 
with great speed, its way illumined by 
powerful headlights and searchlights. 

And let us not pass by the descrip- 
tion of the enemy army in verse 3: 
‘The shield of his mighty men is red, 
his soldiers are clothed in scarlet.” 
This reminds us of Russia who will 
lead the Great Northern Confederacy. 
Is it not remarkable that God de- 
scribed a “Red Army” about 2600 years 
ago? 

Another picture that shows the 
rapidity of communication and travel 
in the last days is given to us in Rev- 
tlation 11, where we see God’s two 
witnesses. Bible students identify one 
of these as Elijah, because of proph- 
ecies that link him to an earthly min- 
istry in the final days. The other man, 
I believe, is Moses, for among other 
powers, these witnesses “have power 
over the waters to turn them into 
blood, and to smite the earth with 
every plague” (v. 6). 

These two witnesses preach in Je- 
tusalem for three and a half years, 
and no one can silence them. At the 
end of that time, God removes His 
protection and they are murdered by 
the Antichrist. Then, we are told, 
“Their dead bodies will lie in the street 
of the great city . . . where their Lord 
was crucified. For three days and a 
half men from the peoples and tribes 
and tongues and nations gaze at their 
dead bodies and refuse to let them be 
placed in a tomb, and those who dwell 
on the earth will rejoice over them and 
make merry and exchange presents, 
because these two prophets had been a 
torment to those who dwell on the 
earth” (Rev. 11:8-10). 

Now this passage presented great 
difficulties to readers of earlier gen-

erations, for, they asked, How could 
people, tribes, tongues, and nations see 
the bodies of these men lying in the 
street of Jerusalem? How can people 
see something unless they are at the 
very spot where it is? 

In our generation, the answer is so 
obvious that we need scarcely record 
it—television. 

Over a century ago, a Bible student 
in England wrote that future inven- 
tions would make possible the fulfill- 
ment of this passage to its last detail. 
An agnostic retorted that while an in- 
vention might enable men to see at a 
great distance, it would be impossible 
to travel at the speed necessary to send 
a gift from London, for example, to 
Jerusalem, within three days and a 
half before the bodies of the two wit- 
nesses should rise from the dead. 
Again, to our generation the answer is 
obvious; modern air travel takes men 
from London to Jerusalem in a matter 
of hours. 

Other verses in the Bible indicate 
similar marvels. In chapter 60 of his 
prophecy, Isaiah, like Daniel, inquired 
about something that he ‘did not under- 
stand. Speaking of the return of the 
Jews to the land, he cries out, “Who 
are these that fly like a cloud, and like 
doves to their windows?” (Isa. 60:8). 
That question could not be answered 
at any time in history before the 20th 
century. 

What did Ezekiel see when he de- 
scribed the approach of the northern 
army? “You will advance, coming on 
like a storm, you will be like a cloud 
covering the land, you and all your 
hordes, and many peoples with you. 

. You will come up against my peo- 
ple Israel, like a cloud covering the 
land. In the latter days I will bring you 
against my land” (Ezek. 38:9, 16). 
Yes, we live in the days of such a 
movement of forces. : 

Isaiah says of the advance of the 
northern army, “It will sweep on into 
Judah, it will overflow and pass on, 
reaching even to the neck; and its out- 
spread wings will fill the breadth of 
your land, O Immanuel” (Isa. 8:8). 
But, says Isaiah, “Like birds hovering, 
so the Lord of hosts will protect Je- 
rusalem” (31:5). Habakkuk says of 
the invaders, “They fly like an eagle 
swift to devour” (Heb. 1:8). And fi- 
nally, in the Book of Revelation, God 
says “The noise of their wings was 
like the noise of many chariots with 
horses rushing into battle” (Rev. 9:9). 

Jesus said, “When you see all these 
things, know that the end is near.” 
Let’s face the facts; signs multiply. 
Never before has the stage been so 
completely set for the moment when 
our hearts’ cry, “Even so, come, Lord 
Jesus,” will be answered by Him who 
will come in the clouds of Heaven.

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The Decline of Good Reading 


By A. W. TOZER 


The reading habits of the average evangelical Christian in the United 
States are so wretchedly bad as actually to arrest his spiritual development 
and block the progress of the faith he professes to hold. 

So powerful is the effect of the printed page on human character that the 
reading of good books is not only a privilege but an obligation, and the 
habitual reading of poor ones a positive tragedy. 

By “poor” books I mean the religious trash being turned out these days 
by the various publishers under the name of Christian. 

Were a Christian to backslide and read a “bad book” secretly, as the 
proverbial schoolboy is said to read the dime novel behind his geography 
book, one could hope that he might later come to himself and leave the 
swine pen for the father’s house; but what are we to say when bad books 
become part of the approved curriculum for evangelical Christians in al- 
most all churches? What can we do when books of a mental level not 
above nine years are hailed as master works and given rave reviews in the 
religious press? What are we to say when the melodramatic love stories 
and spine-chilling adventures of a generation ago are retold by our modern 
religious writers with a bit of pious dialogue sandwiched in between torrid 
love embraces of “drop-thet-gun-podner” artificialities to sanctify what 
would otherwise be a wholly evil production? 

Being free from external compulsion, the Christian public quite natu- 
rally reads what it likes; and apparently it likes inferior religious literature. 
Should the conscience protest against the waste of time and energy in- 
volved.in chronic addiction to literary trivialities, it is soon subverted by 
the argument that practically everyone approves such stuff, almost all re- 
ligious publishers produce it and all the bookstores sell it. So what chance 
does one feeble conscience have against such tremendous odds? 

All this accords with the false philosophy current among us which holds 
that to read anything religious is better than nothing, so we continue to 
produce literary mediocrities, vapid, amateurish, illiterate, and dedicated 
to the proposition that anything goes if only somewhere in the book some- 
one makes the point that everybody ought to be born again. No matter 
how impossible the book in style and substance, if it puts in a dutiful plug 
for the gospel now and then, the evangelical leaders will bless it with their 
imprimatur and nihil obstat. Indeed it is hardly too much to say that illiter- 
ate religious literature has now become the earmark of evangelism. It is 
lamentable that we are content to leave quality to Catholics and liberals. 

Why does the gospel Christian of today find the reading of great books al- 
most beyond him? Is the intellectual capacity of the evangelical of 1959 
inferior to that of his spiritual progenitor of 200 years ago? 

The answer to the first question is somewhat complicated, but the sec- 
ond can be answered easily and correctly with an emphatic No. Intellec- 
tual powers do not wane from one generation to another. We are as smart 
as our forefathers. Any thought they could entertain we can entertain if we 
are sufficiently interested to make the effort. 

The major cause of the decline in the quality of current Christian liter- 
ature is not intellectual; it is spiritual. To enjoy a great religious work re- 
quires a degree of consecration to God and detachment from the world 
that few modern Christians have experienced. The early Christian fathers, 
the mystics, the Puritans, are not hard to understand, but they inhabit the 
highlands where the air is crisp and rarefied and none but the God- 
enamored can come. 

Rather than climb the mountain we choose to dig our shallow caves 4 
few feet above the floor of the yalley. Our spiritual moods and emotions 
are degraded. We eat and drink and rise up to play. We take our religious 
instruction in the form of stories, and anything that requires meditation 
bores us. And writers and publishers contribute to our delinquency by pro- 
viding us with plenty of religious nothing to satisfy our carnal appetite (The 
Alliance Witness).
